Forerunner of a Sweeping Victory for the 
MocCarthyites in the Coming General 
Election—Interest Now Centered in the 
Paris Conference—A Sketch of the New 
Member. : 


KILKENNY, Dec. 23.—In spite of the excite- 


‘ment caused during the past week by the 


litical struggle which has been taking pace 
inthis Parliamentary District, and though 
the actual result of the battle fought between 
the Parnellites and Anti-Parnellites was 
practically in doubt up tothe hour of noon, 
there was little or no excitemént in the 
streets of Kilkenny this morning. Peace and 
quiet, outwardly at least, seemed to reign on 
all sides, the streets beihg the quietest por- 
tions of the town. Opposite and about the 
Court-house a small crowd gathered. 
Messrs. Parnell, Harrington, Retimond, 
Scully, Hennessy and Healy were inside the 
Court-house at an early hour awaiting, with 
varying emotions, the actual announcement 
of the result. Though the Parnellites claimed 
up to the last moment that victory was hover- 
ing over their banners, the defeatof their 
candidate was virtually admitted long before 
the close of the polls yesterday, In view of 
the almost vital importance to both sides of 
the exciting political contest just decided, it 
is claimed that both parties deserve great 
credit for the fact that no collision 
took place between their followers, and 
that the last days of the campaign 
at least, were conspicuous for the almost en- 
tire absence of the personal abuse which has 
recently been exchanged by broadsides be- 
tween the followers and the opponents of. Mr. 
Parnell. 

During the morning, as has been the case 
since the polls closed, the door of the 
‘*Counting Room’’ in the Court-house was 
strictly guarded by police, but there was no 
attempt to create any disturbance. Shortly 
before noon, Mr. Davitt came out from the 
Court-house and told a correspondent that he 
(the correspondent) could accept it asa fact 
that Mr. Hennessy’s majority would be about 
1,200 and that the Parnellites had suffered a 
hopeless, crushing defeat. 

THE OFFICIAL RESULT. 

The official result ofthe election yesterday 
to fill the vacancy in the House of Commons 
shows that Hennessy, the nominee of the 
anti-Parnellites, is elected. The vote stands 
as follows: Sir John Pope Hennessy, anti- 
Parnellite, 2,522; Mr, Vincent Scully, Parnell- 
ite, 1,356. 

LIBEL SUITS AGAINST PARNELL, 

It is announced here that Dr. Tanner is 
bringing suit agajnst Mr. Parnell for libels 
contained in speeches made by the latter dur- 
ing the course of the late political campaign. 

The leading members of the Parnellite 
party in this section, after the announce- 
ment of the defeat of Mr. Vincent Scully 
had been made, were to be seen dole- 
fully parading the Court-house passages, 
apparently being in a very despondent state 
of mind. Mr. Hennessy, when he left the 
Court-house, claimed that he had at leasta 
majority of 1,000, and when the actual figures 
were given to the public it was seen that the 
anti-Parnellite candidate was not far out in 
his estimate. As a matter of fact, the Par- 
nellites were not so discouraged as they might 
be expected to be, forit is admitted that it 
was really a victory for the priests, and that 
had they not adopted the tactics they did, the 
result of the election might have been differ- 


ent. 
SCULLY TO CONTEST. 


Mr. Vincent Scully, the defeated Parnellite 
candidate for election tothe House of Com- 
mons from North Kilkenny, has filed a petition 
praying that a certificate of election be 
not granted to Sir John Pope Hennessy, the 
successful candidate of the anti-Parnellites. 
Mr. Scully’s petition is based upon the alle- 
gation ihat undue pressure was brought to 
bear by the priests upon the illiterate voters 
of the constituency. 

Especial complaint is made of the action of 
the clergy in connection with the canvass of 
Castle Comer, during which Mr. Parnell and 
his friends are alleged to have been as- 
saulted. by a mob led by priests. 


SIR JOHN POPE HENNESSY. 

Sir John Pope Hennessy, the successful can- 
didate, was born in Cork in 1834, and is essen- 
tially a self-made man. He went to London 
when a boy and was appointed toa clerkship 
in Somerset House. He had previously pro- 
vided himself with a theory that 
Irish Catholics were naturally Oon- 
servatives and on that platform 
he was elected to the House of Commons 
from acCork division. Heconstituted him- 
self a party of one and became a follower of 
Disraeli. He wascreated Knightin 19867 and 
left Parliament for the Colonial service, serv- 
ing as Governer of Labuan, the West African 
settlements, the Bahamas, Hong Kong and 
Mauritius. The Jatter position he left last 
year. On his return home he bought 
Rostelian Castle and settled down. Parnell 
meeting him and being impressed with his 
ability, asked him to be the national standard 
bearer at North Kilkenny. Hennessy con- 
sented, but after the Catholic priests came 
out against Parnell, Hennessy, who hasal- 
ways been a leading Catholic, re to 
stand as his candidate and was taken up by 
McCarthy to lead the opposition. Rumor has 


it that Hennessy will be the leader of the op- |

THE CAUCUS FINANCIAL BILL REPORTED 
TO THE SENATE. 


Surgeon Sutherland Appointed to Succeed 
the Late Surgeon-General Baxter— 
House Committees Appointed—New 
World’s Fair Commissioners—Washing- 
ton News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 23.—The President 
to-day sent to the Senate the following nom- 
inations: Henry B. Brown of Michigan, to be 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, vice Samuel F. Miller, de- 
ceased. 


Henry B. Brown was born in the town of 
Lee, Berkshire County, Mass., on March 2, 
1886. He attended Yale College and graduated 
there in the class of 1856. Then he traveled in 
Europe for a year and upon his return to 
this country attended the law departments of 
both Yale and Harvard Colleges. 
He was admitted to the bar in Detroit, 
Mich., in 1860 and engaged in practice there. 


Ne was appointed ®nited States District. At- | 


torney about the close ofthe war and was 
afterwards Circuit Sudge of Wayne County. 
Since 1876 he has been Judge of the United 
States Court for the Eastern District of Mis- 
sour. 

Inan interview with a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
sorter this morning, before the news of the 
appointment was received, Mr. John 
c. Orrick predicted the appointment 
of Judge Brown and said: ‘‘Judge 
Brown may not be well known 
to the public, but he is an able 
lawyer and is a Judge of a UnitedStates 
District Court.He is an old classmate of Judge 
Brewer’s, and was talked of and strong- 
ly indorsed for the vacancy on the Supreme 

nch secured by Brewer. I don’t know the 

ntleman personally and know very little of 
his past life, but he is certainly an able man 
and a strong candidate for the vacancy 
on the Supreme i Bench. Would the 
President overlook the United States 
Circuit Judges and appoint ai District 
Judge? Oh, ves, ifa District Judge were con- 
sidered the ablest jurist and most capable 
man generally for the position. You see,a 
District Judge hears nearly all of the cases In 
the Circuit Courtas well as those in his own 
court, or, at least, that is true as regards 
many of the District Judges. Judge Thayer 
for instance, sits inthe United States Circul 
Court here a great deal, hears,in fact, most 
of the cases tried there, and sits asa Circuit 
Judge; and Judge reat did even more 
work of that kind, as the _ visits of 
the Circuit Judge of this circuit to St. Loults 
were less frequent a few years ago than now. 
No, 1 don’t think that the President would 
hesitate on account of Judge Brown ’s present 
position to appoint him if he considered him 
the ablest and best man of all the candidates 
for the vacancy.’’ 

SIXTY CANDIDATES. 

‘*There are sixty candidates, or sixty gen- 
tlemen who have been recommended for the 
position by their friends, and it i@no easy 
matter for the President to make his de- 
cision.’’ 

NEW PETITION FOR NOBLE. 

Mr. Orrick said that while Judge Brecken- 
ridge and Mr. Hitchcock had received strong 
recommendations fromthe St. Louts Bar for 
the Supreme Bench at the time Judge Brewer 
was a candidate, he had not heard thatany 
new petitions in their interest had been sent 
to Washington since the death of Justice Mil- 
ler, whilea very strong petition had been 
gotten upon behalf of Gen. Noble. ‘‘It was 
presented to President Harrison only afew 
days ago,’’ he said, ‘*since I iteft 
here for Washington. I signed it my- 
self before I left, and it was 
notready to be sent on then. It was pre- 
sented to President Harrison by Gen. Shields. 
Yes, it was signed by Democrats as well as 
Republicans. It was gotten up bya Demo- 
crat, Wm. B. Thompson, and, if I mistake 
not, a majority of the 400 signers are Demo- 
crats, but, of course, there was nothing of 
politics in the petition. In fact, the petition 
distinctly states that itis signed by members 
ofthe St. Louls bar, irrespective of party 
afmiliations.’’ 

BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT. 

When Mr. Orrick was asked if his visit to 
Washington had any connection with the 
vacancy onthe Supreme Bench, he replied 
that it had not, although he had spent most 
of his time in the city in the company 
of the judges or rather in their 
presence. He was before the _ court 
arzuing the case of the St. Louls, Kansas 
City & Colorado Ralliroad Co. against the Wa- 
bash Road, Mr. Orrick representing the Colo- 
rado Koad and Mr. Blodgett the Wabash 
Road. It willbe rememhered that the Wa- 
bash Oo. resisted the right of the Colorado 
Co. to the use of thelr tracks from 
Forest Park to the Union Depot 
and that in the District Court 
the case was won by Mr. Orrick. 
The Wabash people appealed tothe Supreme 
Court and it was this appeal case that Mr. 
Orrick and Mr. Blodgett argued a few days 
azgoat Washington. Mr. Orrick is very hope- 
ful of winning the case, particularly as the 
decision in the lower court was thatof Judge 
Brewer ,then on the Circuit bench,in conjunc- 
tion with the decision of Judge Treat.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS.

BROKERS DECIDE NOT TO RESUME 
TRADING ON MARGINS. 


A Bignificant Meeting Held in New York— 
Great Uncertainty Felt as to the Finan- 
cial Situation—Trading on Wall Street 
Slow—A Dull Market. 


New YORK, Dec. 23.—The situation in the 
New York stock market remains unaltered, 
the same apathy that has been the rule for 
some time past still prevailing, with no signs 
ofachange. The brokers universally admit 
that no general advance can take place until 
the system of trading on margins is again in- 
auxurated, and a meeting was held yesterday 
afternoon to consider the question and to 
discuss the advisability of resuming the rules 
that had prevailed previdcus to the recent 
troubles. : 

AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 

A large number of the leading brokers were 
present, and the matter was considered in all 
itsaspects. Some were in favor of drawing 
up a list of stocks which could be bought on 
margins, butthis did not meet with general 
approval, and it was finally determined that 
until the condition of the stock market should 
become more certain, trading on margins 
should be suspended. A few firms decline to 
pledge themselves to observe the agreement, 
but the great majority will decline to 
carry stocks for customers until affairs have 
changed for the better. This action was 
largely influenced by the banks, as they have 
steadily stood by the Wall street brokers and 
have aided themin every way to prevent a 
disastrous break In prices. With the money. 
now on hand it is believed that anything like 
a panic can be prevented, Dut in case large 
quantities of stock should be bought on mar- 
gins, advances made on it as collateral, anda 
decline should take place, the banks would be 
placed in a very embarrassing position. 

MARGIN TRADING. 

Under the fresent arrangement, 
requires those who deal in stocks to 
purchase them outright, the task of 
carrying 1s transferred from the banks 
to the owners. Great ae ent 
was felt because of the action of the hrokers, 
as it was believed that allowing speculators 
to trade on margins would not only have in- 
troduced an element into the market that 
would have been distinctly favorable toan 
advance but also that this course would have 
restored confidence as nothing else would 
have done. This fact was fully recognized 
but after careful deliberation it was decided 
that the rush was too great and that the 
time had not arrived for the resumption of 
option trading. A marked change in the tem- 
per of the street has been observable during 
the last few days. At first attention was con- 
centrated on the English market, but at pres- 
ent the condition of affairs in the interior 
cities and towns is exciting far more interest 
than anything that is happening on the other 
side of the water. 

A HEAVY DRAIN. 

The banks that are correspondents of those 
in New # £York have been in the 
habit of borrowing large sums during 
the last month of the year, and lending it at 
an advanced rate of interest. This year the 
supply of cash from the metropolis has been 
cut off, and the country banks have been 
obliged to refuse their customers accommo- 
dations. Theresult has been that deposits 
have been very generally withdrawn, and the 
banks find themselves In an embarrassed con- 
dition, as there is no market at all for the se- 
curities they hold, consisting largely of 
county and city bonds. It is against 
the policy of New York financiers 
to allow these banks to fail, 
and in order to sustain them there has been a 
steady drift of money westward. w long 
this drain will continue is a matter of uncer- 
tainty and is a potent factor in keeping prices 
down ° , 

ANGRY CREDITORS. 

There was a wrathful meeting of creditors 
of the bankrupt private bank of W. L. Pretty- 
man & Co. of Chicago last night. They 
wanted a definite statement of the condition 
of its affairs. Some of the friends of the 
banker were present and one of them 

ot into an altercation with one of 
the creditors resulting in an exchange of 
blows which promised at one time toendina 
free fight. After the excitement had quieted 
down, ex-Cashier Johnson made a statement 
of the assets and Habilities of the concern 
which, he claims, was taken from the report 
of the assignees. It put the former at §$158,- 
709 and the latter at $184,000. 

The banking firm of Wharton, Baker & Co. 
of Philadelphia, which made an assignment, 
are aboait to ask the court to be allowed to re- 
sume business, the creditors having agreed to 
grantan extension. Thecreditors have se- 
lected a committee to look out for their inter- 
ests in reference tothe disposal of securities 
now held - 4 the firm.

whe Murder of Phoebe Hogg and Her 


Baby Legally Avenged. 


BEFORE DYING SHE ACKNOWLEDGES THE 
SENTENCE TO BE A JUST ONE. 


Emperor William of Germany to Visit 
Paris—Feeling in Favor of Eyraud— 
New American Archbishops—tThe Rail- 
way Strike in Scotland—Argentine’s 
Internecine Troubles. 


Lonpown, Dec. 23.—Mary Eleanor Wheeler, 
alias Mrs. Pearcy, was hanged this morning 
forthe murder of Mrs. Phoebe Hogg and her 
infant child. Notwithstanding the report of 
the noted alienist, Dr. Forbes: Winslow, to the 
‘effect that the woman was subject to epilep- 
tic fits, and might have killed Mrs. Hogg 
while in that.condition, Home Secretary 
Matthews decided not to #interfere with the 
course of justice, on the ground that the 
crime bore conclusive evidence of delibera- 
tion and, as to the death of the child at least, 
also of premeditation. During the past 
few days Mrs. Pearcy has been 
much broken down, Instead of maintaining 
the calm fror® which she showed at her trial. 
She frequently threw herself on the bed and 
sobbed convulsively. But she made no con- 
fession until this morning. Her mother saw 
her forthe last time last night. During the 
night Mrs. Pearcy was quiet and resigned. 
She got up early this morning and prayed for 
some hours. To the Chaplain she acknowl- 
edged that the sentence was a just one, at 
the same time asserting that much of the 
evidence was false. She never mentioned 
Hogg, and gave the impression that she 
alone was guilty of the murders, The hang- 
ing passed off without incigent, the unhappy 
woman dying almost instantly. According 
to English law she will be buried in the jail- 
yard. 

THE CRIME. 

The crime was committed on Oct. 24 last 
Mrs. Pearcy and Frank Hogg had been friend- 
ly before Hogg’s marriage and were intimate 
after it, Mrs. Pearcy being supported by a 
gentieman of means named Crychton. Mrs. 
Pearcy was madly in love with Hogg and 
maintained an appearance of friendship with 
Mrs.Hogg,who knew nothing of the intimacy. 
Mrs. Pearcy invited Mrs. Hogg to visit her one 
afternoon and bring the baby, then 18 months 
old. According to Mrs. Pearcy’s partial con- 
fession Mrs. Hogg came and they had some 
words. What followed was shown by some 
bloodstains inthe kitchen and the finding of 
the bodies of Mrs. Hogg and 
child. After braining Mrs. Hogg 
with a poker and cutting her throat, 
Mrs. Pearcy probably suffocated the child. 
Then, under cover of darkness, she conveyed 
the body of Mrs. Hogg about ~a mile in the 
baby carriage ahd left it on the roadside. 
The body of the child she deposited ina field. 
The police suspected her from her actions 
when she went with Clara Hogg,the murdered 
woman’s sister-in-law, to identify the body 
of Mrs. Hoge. A search of her house revealed 
the evidence of Murder. The husband, Frank 
Hogg, was for some time under surveillance 
and narrowly escaped lynching. The 
authorities became satisfied, however, that 
he was ignorant of the murder. » 


THE PRAED STREET CONFLAGRATION. 

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The fire which was an- 
nounced to be in progress early this morning 
on Praed street, this city, wasa serious con- 
flagration. Eight shops were gutted by the 
flames and other premises were seriously 
damaged in spite of the efforts of a strong 
force of the London fire brigade. The amount 
of the damage done can only be vaguely estl- 
mated at present, but there is no doubt that 
a heavy loss will fall upon the insurance com- 
panies. 


The Kaiser to Visit Paris. 

PARIS, Dec.23.—The Gaulois makes the state- 
ment that the Kaiser has decided to visit 
Paris incognito and says that during his stay 
in the city Emperor William will not resideat 
the German Embassy. Subsequently he will 
proceed to Cannes and San Remo. The Gau- 
Jois further states that the projected visit of 
the Emperor has been made the subject ofa 
conference between Chancellor Von Caprivi 
and M. Jules Herbette, French Ambassador 
at Berlin. The matter was then referred to 
M. Ribot, French Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
The Cabinet was convened onthe 18th inst., 
with M. DeFreycinet, Minister of War, pre- 
siding, and the proposed visit of the Kaiser 
was fully deliberated upon. Itis understood 
that M. DeFreycinet voted against the propo- 


sition. 
THE DUMAY-BROUSSE DUEL. 


PARIS, Dec. 23.—The terms of the duelar- 
ranged between M. Dumay,a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and M. Brousse, Vice- 
Ohairman of the Municipal Council of Paris, 
call for pistols at twenty-five paces. Ifthe 
exchange of shots does not result in injury to 
either party, the duel is to be continued with 
swords. This duel, as already announced, is 
the result of a quarrel yesterday in the lobby 
of the Hotel de Ville between the two gentle- 
men named, during which M. Brousse struck 
the Deputy a blow in the face. 


Feeling in Favor of Eyraud. 

PARIS, Dec. 23.—There is a revulsion of feel- 
ing in Paris in favor of Eyraud, the strangler 
of Gouffe. Itis generally felt that his com- 
panion, Gabrielle Bompard, was the greater 
criminal of the two,and the fact that she 
was let off with a term of imprisonment while 
Kyraud was doomed to the guillotine has 
aroused a feeling of protest against the appa- 
rent injustice of the verdict. This sentiment 
is strengthened by the news that only five out 
oftwenty jurymen were at firs ® inclined to 
give the woman the benefit of extenuating 
circumstances, though the others finally con- 
sented to take that view of the case. 
The theory of hypnotism has also been dis- 
proved to the satisfaction of the public, and 
the belief that Eyraud was the tool of a mod- 
ern ‘‘Lady Macbeth’’ in the person of wicked 
Gabrielle, finds more and wide acceptance. 
It is probable that a new trial will be granted 
and in that case it is doubtful if the verdict of 
the late trial will be repeated. The latest 
Parisian novelty is a small model of the trunk 
which figured inthe Gouffe murder case as 
the receptacle of the victim's mutilated body. 
‘Jt is a puzzle to open the trunk, and when the 
experimenter has overcome the difficulty the 
lid flies open and he is rewarded by the sight 
of a leaden image of the unfortunate police 
notary. 

AN ANARCHIST’S REQUEST REFUSED. 

PALERMO, Dec. 28.—An Anarchist, named 
Gregoire, to-day appeared before the French 
Consuland requested that official to place 
him under arrest.

The Railroad Strike ‘nndéitbes. 

EDINBURGH, Dec. 23.—The gzueat raetiroad 
strike has extended to’ this city and is con- 
stantly assuming more formidable propor- 
tions. Freight traffic in this part of the 
country is entirely suspended, and it is be- 
lieved that within a few hours the engine | 
fires of all passenger trains will be banked. 
Some have already failed to make their usual 
trips and others are béing moved very irregu- 
larly, notwithstanding the assertions of the 
managers that they were prepared for just 
suchanemergency. The employes are or- 
derly, but determined and vigilant. The sys- 
tem of picketing, which they put in operation 
here this morning, gives evidence of the ex- 
istence of careful forethought and perféct or- 
ganization. Much apprehension is felt by 
manufacturers lest sympathetic strikes and 
the compulsory shutting down of numerous 
establishments for Jack of fuel still further 
complicates a sit on already serious. 


The Panama Canal Contract. 

PANAMA, Dec. 23.—The canal contract be- 
tween Wyse and the Colonial Government, 
signed recently, ha® been approved by Con- 
gress and legalized. The basis of the contract 
is that the company pays for land appropria- 
tions on the isthmus,the garrison’s expenses, 
10,000,000 francs in five annual installments, 
deducting the Government debt, and 5,000,000 
francs in privileged shares. A twenty-six 
months’ limit ‘3 allowed in which to reorgan- 
ize the compady and renew the work. Wyse 
is expected here abort Jan. 5 and intends to 
remain some time on the isthmus to arrange 
matters generally before returning to Paris. 


Saved by an American Schooner. 

HALIFAX, N. 8., Dec. 22.—The American 
schooner Horace B. Parker has arrived at 
Shelburne with seventy men, the crew ofthe 
St. John ship Eurydice from Liverpool, Nov. 
1 for Pensacola. The ship was badly damaged 
by storms andthe crew were frost-bitten. 
Two passing vessels refused to respond to the 
Eurydice’s signals of distress. The crew 
were taken off by the Parker twodays ago 
with great difficulty and the ship sank four 
hours later. 


Spain’s Protection Policy. 
MADRID, Dec. 23.—A royal decree, issued to- 
day, alters the customs tariffs and appoints a 
commission to take steps to bring about a 
series of reforms in the commercial treaties 
now existing between Spain and other coun- 
tries. The object of the Government in mak- 
ing this new departure is to strengthen its 
electoral influence by promptly applying a 
policy of protection to the country and possi- 
bly to its colonies. 


The Trouble in Argentine. 

BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 23.—The rumor to the 
effect thata plot to overthrow the Govern- 
ment existed and that several persons had 
been arrested for complicity in the conspiracy 
has been confirmed. The plot, however, is 
not an important oneand the public is not 
excited. 


Dr. Koch’s Generous Reward. 

BERLIN, Dec. 23.—The German Government 
isto give Dr. Koch 1,000,000 marks and his 
assistants 500,000 marks forthe privilege of:

FROM TWO BRIDES BY JAIL WALLS. 


Sad Ending of a St. Louis Girl’s Married 
Life—Marital Infelicities Disclosed to 
Judge Withrow—Law as Expounded by 
the Court of Appeals. 


Mary Elizabeth Cameron, daughter of the 
late Alexander Cameron, architect, married 
on May 8, 1889, John Macleod, after an ac- 
quaintance of five months.

CITY SALARIES, 

The question of raising the salaries of 
city officials is one which should be settled 
on the merits of each individual case. But 
it is safe to say that it would be wise 
economy to raise the salaries of a number 
who are receiving much less than is paid 
for similar services in other cities. 

This is especially true of the Board of 
Public Improvements, the members of 
which have most important and responsible 
duties to perform, calling for special train- 
ing and accomplishments that command 
much better pay from other cities and from 
other employers generally. The fact that 
we have somehow secured the services of 
well-qualified and faithful men in those 
positions at exceptionally low valuations 
is no reason for continuing to pay them 
less than such services are worth. 

The pleasure a good citizen feels in ren- 
dering valuable public service should never 
be, as it often is, too large a part of his 
pay. The knowledge that his qualifica- 
tions and services are appreciated and com- 
pensated at something like their real value 
is a@ great stimulant to official vigilance, 
activity and fidelity. The man who knows 
he is doing more than he is paid for is apt 
to grow tired at times and let things drift 
along in his office just so as to ward off 
complaints from the easy-going public, or 
he may be tempted to eke out his pay with 
profits that accrue sometimes from slight 
relaxations of official rigor. 

The official who isina position to save 
taxpayers large amounts of money and to 
secure them adequate returns for immense 
city expenditures, can alwaysearn a liberal 
salary and it is economy to make him al- 
ways feel that his salary is sufficient to call 
for the most faithful and energetic service 
he can render.

THE RECORDER OF VOTERS. 


It seems to be generally assumed that the 
Governor of Missouri will appoint his pri- 
vate secretary to succeed Maj. WILLIAMS 
as Recorder of Votersin thiscity. There 
may not be any foundation for this expec- 
tation, and thase who entertain it may be 
disappointed. But its prevalence shows 
what the public has been trained to expect 
from our Governors in the way of using the 
appointing power to further their personal 
ends; to pay for past and provide for future 
service in politics of a strictly personal 
kind by promoting devoted and useful 
henchmen to positions in which they can 
make themselves more useful. 

It is bad enough to see the police com- 
missionerships used in this way, and'some 
$15,000 a year of coal oil inspectorship fees, 
which ought to go into the State Treasury, 
turned into a permanent campaign fund 
for an aspiring Governor’s political use. 
But all this should not depress public 
opinion of official standards to the point of 
anticipating an openly scandalous seizure 
and use of the office of Recorder of Voters. 

That would be work in the line of the 
force bill, against which all the Demo- 
crates and perhaps a majority of the Repub- 
licans of the Union are protesting. There 
has been scandal enough in the St. 
Louis registration. Gov. FRanNocis him- 
self, when his election as Mayor of 8t. 
Louis was questioned, found it nec- 
essary to dodge behind technicalities 
to prevent the opening of the ballot-boxes 
and the disclosure of alleged stuffing oper- 
ations. It has taken the present Recorder 
three years to get the lists corrected, and 
honest voters of both parties would be 
ecandalized by any appearance of an at- 
tempt to again press that office into the 
service of any man or clique or party. 

The tax-payers of St. Louis will have a big 
fight on their hands next spring to preventa 
ring combination of Democrats and Repub- 
licans from getting possession of the 
Council, and they have a right to expect 
that the Recorder of Voters shall be free 
from the suspicion of owing his appoint- 
ment to a political ‘‘deal’’ or of adminis- 
tering the office as if it were any man’s 
personal property. 

ACCORDING to STANLEY’s opinion of him, 
Emin Pasha should have trotted sub- 
missively home when Baron WIssMANN 
ordered him ougof Africa, but, on the con- 
trary, he refused to obey the order and 
proposes to resume his equatorial govern- 
orship.

Dr. Caradine Condemns. the Fraternal 
Society System. 


A STARTLING CRUSADE BEGUN BY THE 
PASTOR OF CENTENARY CHURCH. 


Fraternal Societies Denounced asa Curse, 
Weakening and Destroying the Sacred 
Ties of Home—Their Social Features 
Are a False Claim Upon the Member- 
ship—Wives and-Children Neglected. 


In the course of a sermon delivered in Cen- 
tenary M. E.Churchon Sunday last Dr. B. 
Caraaine, the pastor, sounded the key-note 
ofwhat may developinto a crusade almost 
as famous as that aggressive minister’s war 
upon the Louisiana Lottery. 

Dr. Caradine’s latest slogan calls his fol- 
lowers to rally around him on a far different 
issue, however, than that which gained him 
such stanch support during his New Orleans 
pastorate. The new foe declared against on 
Sunday was that represented by the fraternal 
society system, and in attacking such a popu- 
lar institution Dr. Caradine displayed even 
more than his usual fearlessness. 

‘“‘fThe fraternal society ts a curse second 
only tothatof intemperance,’’ said he from 
the Centenary pulpit. ‘‘In drawing men 
away from their families, in causing them to 
leave the wives whom they promised to 
cherish and the children whom they should 
direct and teach, these societies are to be 
classed with the saloon as an unmitigated 
evil and a social curse.’’ 

A SENSATION CONCEALED IN A SERMON. 

Among the masculine faithful of Centenary 
Charch who heard the sudden and surprising 
attack, it is safe tosay that fully three-fourths 
were members of one or the other numerous 
fraternal and benevolent orders so popular in 
St. Louis. The sensation caused by the above 
words may accordingly be imagined, and 
Dr, Caradine proceeded to intensify it 
by drawing a vivid picture of the 
evil workings of the fraternal society in its 
disastrous effects on home life. His sermon 
had for a text If Samuel ix. 3, wherein 
David’s kindness to the cripple boy is treated 
of, and the themie of the discourse was‘‘ Kind- 
ness.’’ The preacher took the position that 
a great deal of kindness and love is wasted on 
the dead that should better have been ex- 
tended to its object while living, and from 
this theme he drew material for his denuncia- 


tion of fraternal orders. , 

The opening picture preserted by himin 
support of his sition was that of the 
evening home life of the family of a man 
who has become ea oy in the fraternal 
society maelstrom. he lovely wife and 
longing for the companionship of 
her husband, the little children asking for 
their father, the domestic hearth robbed of 
its joys yo of the absence of the family’s 
head. ee imaginary story was told 
of the ni tly question ng of a loving little 
child: ‘*} 
papa 
reply: 
meeting, 


amma, where’s papa? Won’t I see 
to- night?’ and the unfailing 
‘‘Papa’s gone to the society 

darling.’’ The mother 
drives back the. tears of her 
own loneliness and comforts the child 
longing for its father’s companionship. Fin- 
ally the little one sickens and dies, and over 
the coffin the father istold of how its loving 
heart has cried for him night after night. He 
then realizes the cost of his devotion to his 
fraternal socicty, and sees that its inevitable 
tendency has been to draw him away from 
that home which should have been his most 
sacred Care. 

AN INSTANCE OF WASTED AFFECTION. 

Then Dr. Caradine drew a companion 
picture of the fraternal society ritual at the 
grave of the deceased member, who had 
probably sacrificed his home life to the false 
claim of the society meeting nights. The 
solemn passing, one by one, beside the yawn- 
ing grave, the dropping of a sprig of green 
upon the coffin’ from each fraternal hand, 
the murmured ‘‘Farewell, my brother,’ 
were all dwelt u at lengt . Then the 
minister said slow *, and impressively : 

‘‘Ifthose men had taken their brother's 
hand when he Nee py living, called him 
‘brother,’ and ¢c - onward, it may 
be that he would not have died 

Other phases of the fraternal societies were 
also touched upon with the strongest con- 
demnation possible, and when the congrega- 
tion of Centenary was dismissed there was a 
feeling in every heart that a local sensation 
had been contained in Dr. Caradine’s plain 
talk and that a new foe had been run into the 
field for Christian combat. 

So pronounced was the effect produced by 
Dr. Caradine’s remarkable attack that the 
ere is being talked about around town.

AMERICAN LOCOMOTIVES BUILT FOR THD : 


ised—A Trunk Line War Expected. 


Twenty -seven locomotives are in course of 
construction at the Baldwin Locomotive- 
works in Philadelphia, which, whena 
built, will be shipped to New South 
Wales, Australia. This is one of the 
largest foreign orders ever filled by the 
Baldwin Works, and, coming from an Aus- 
tralian province under the dominion of Great 
Britain, is very significant. These twenty- 
seven locomotives will be usedon a railroad 
owned and operated by the Government. 
Heretofore the English Government roads 
were mainly supplied with English-made 
locomotives. 

The contract for the iron monsters was 
made about two months ago, and the last one 
will be finished in February. Ten of them are } 
passenger locomotives built on the ordinary 
American plan, and are especially designed 
forrunson heavy grades and over sharply 
curved tracks. The English locomotive is 
not so well adapted for mountain-climb- 
ing and curve-turning asare those made in 
America. Theseten passenger engines will 
each weigh about thirty tons, exclusive of the 
tender, which, loaded, will tip the beam at 
the same figure. 

The freight locomotives are of the heaviest 
and strongest build, and, with tender at- 


tached, will each weigh from 98 to % tons. 


The cost of the American-made locomotive is 
from $8,000 to $12.000. Those destined for Aus- 
tralia will be sold tothe Government there 
for about $40,000 apiece, the sale aggregating 
over a quarter of a million dollars. 

There has been a lively competition among 
English ship-owners tosecure the contract 
for carrying this valuable cargo from Phila- 
delphia to New South Wales. A big 6,000-ton 
steamer will arrive in February to take 
the locomotives totheir place of usefulness. 

A member of the Baldwin firm said about 
the contract: ‘‘This is a large order fora for- 
eign country, but we send locomotives to all 
countries on the globe using railroads to any 
considerable extent. We os them in Aus- 


tralia. now, but roads owned by 
private corporations. We have had contracts 
to build 100 for a company in this country. 
We turn out three complete locomotives @ 
day, having made this year over 900.’

MISS ANNIE BROCKHOFY’S DESPERATE 
ATTEMPT TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 


& Once Faithful Catholic, She Swallows 
Poison as an Escape From Sin’s OCon- 
sequences—Her Mother Hurrying to St. 
Louis—Her Sad Story. 


Miss Annie Brockhoff, a pretty blonde Ger- 
man girl of 22 years, is now lying between life 
and death at the Mullanphy (Sisters’) Hos- 
pital on Montgomery street, near Grand ave- 
nue, having reached thecustomary last act of 
the sad drama of illicit love and unholy 
relations with her betrayer. On last 
Saturday night a oung girl, having 
good cause to believe that the man who had 
ruined her proposed to get rid of her by de- 
sertion, took a dose of ‘‘Rough on Rats’’ and 
laid down to fheet death in its most horrible 
form. That she still lives is due tothe prompt 
work of the lady in whose house she roomed, 
and ofa Catholic priest who knew her and 
her relatives. 

The story of the young girl’s misstep, dlis- 
grace and attempted suicide, about which 
her family have naturally tried to throw an 
impenetrable mantle of secrecy, isa sad one. 
Three years ago she met and fellin love with 
a young man named August Schulz, a. car- 
riage painter by trade. Annie Brockhoff is 
described as being of asimple and confiding 


disposition, and using her love for him to as- 
sist in his designs, Schulz succeeded in effect- 
ing ber ruin. 

OF A GOOD CATHOLIC FAMILY. 

The unfortunate girl belonged to a good 
German Catholic family of the middle class. 
Her mother, married to a second husband, 
lived in Fort Dodge, Io., Dut her aunt, Mrs. 
B. Brockhotf, ment & little restaurant at 1711

on Sullivan avenue. The aunt and the

But from that moment her 
love for the man who had betrayed her over- 
came all other considerations. Keeping her 
faith in him buoyed up, itis said, by promis- 
ing to marry herand 60 retrieve the wrong 
he had done, Schulz, the young carriage 

ainter,continued his sinfulrelations with the 

rusting girl. Herinfatuation for him grew 
deeper and deeper, and, according to the 
story of those to whom she confided her se- 
cret, she hid her disgrace from her family | 
throughout, hoping to finally become his 
wife. At last, under the influence of her pas- 
for him, she consented to lve 
his mistress, and blind- 
and sister to the 
true inwardness of her life by telling them 
she was going out in service, the girl took up 
her abode with the man to whom she owed 
her ruin. 
BECOMES HER LOVER’S MISTRESS. 

Five months ago, falsely claiming to be 
man and wife, the couple secured a room in 
a lodging-house near the southwest corner 
of Fourteenth and Morgan , streets. 
There they lived, and there 
the drama of Annie Brockhoff’s life 
developed until] the last mad act of Saturday 
night cametoclosethe story. According to 
the tale told by the landlady, the act was 
prompted by the belief that her lover had re- 
soived to separate from her and leave her to 
face the hopeless future of her wrecked life. 
A few days before Thanksgiving the two had 
a quarrel and Schulztoldthe girl that he in- 
tended leaving her. He had grown atraid 
that his mother, from whom he 
expected some money, would discover the 
fact of his relations with her and would dis- 
own him, and sohe was willing to abandon 
the girl to her fate for money’s sake. His an- 
nouncement of this determination was fol- 
lowed by his leaving the house and pot re- 
turning that night or the next day. 

DETERMINED TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 

On Thanksgiving Day Anne Brockhoff went 
toa neighboring grocery and purchasedthree 
poxes of **‘Rough on Rats.’’ In her despera- 
tion she had confided her secret and her 
trouble to the landlady, and fortunately a 
a watch was set on the girl, the people itn the 
house fearing that she contemplated suicide. 
When she returned to her lonely room with 
the poison it wastaken away from her, and 
she was made to promise that she would get 
rid of Schulz should he return, and finding 
employment, try to live a virtuous life and 
abandon her suicidal intention. It is said that 
fora while she seemed to have overcome her 
despondency and grew almost cheerful in 
Schulz’sabsence. One day he returned, how- 
ever, and it was after a second stormy scene 
with him that her determination to end her 
life again returned. In some way she eluded 
all watch and procured another box of 
**‘Roughon Rats,’’ from which she took an 
enormous dose. 

BWALLOWED ROUGH ON RATS. 

It is supposed that she took the poison about 
10 o’clock Saturday night, for at about mid- 
night her groans awoke the landlady, who 
hurried tothe girl’s room, where she was 
met by the confession of the suicidal attempt 
having been made. A neighboring doctor 
was summoned, as was also the 
parish priest, and a sleepless night was 
spent by the girl’s bedside. The next after- 
noon she was removed by the priest to the 
Mullanphy Hospital, her aunt having been 
notified inthe meantime. ‘Through the ex- 
ertions of relatives the greatest’ se- 
crecy was thrown around the 
case, and nothing of the girl’s 
story was told to the zood 
sisters of the hospital beyond the fact that 
she had quarreled with her ‘*s¢weetheart’’ 
and taken poison in a moment of girlish 
despondency. The physicians in the case 
were also kept in eyual ignorance, and al- 
though suspicion of the real secret leading to 
the poor girl’s rash act may have naturally 
arisen, no facts were obtainable from those 
who carried her tothe hospital. 

HER MOTHER TELEGRAPHED FOR. 

Following her arrival there her aunt, Mrs. 
B. Brockhoff, anda daughter of that lady, 
were unremitting in attendance at the girl’s 
bedside. The mother was also telegraphed 
for at Fort Dodge, Io., and will arrive in 
St. Louis to-night. The young man (“to 
whom the girl’s suicidal act was due hag 
not been seen since the last quarrel and sep- 
aration leading to that act.

A Conference at Marshall, Mo., to Suggest 
a Plan for 1891. 

MARSHALL, Mo., Pcc. 22.—The temperance 
people have something on hand which will 
doubtless interest the members of the Leais- 
lature. At Marshall yesterday representatives 
of the Woman’s Christian TemperancejUnion, 
the Good Templars, the Missouri Temperance 
Council and the Prohibition party held 
a conference to determine what line 


of attack shall be made upon the liquor busi- 
ness during 1#91. The mattef has been quietiv 
and secretly arranged, and the conference 
yesterday will be a sufprise to some very 
prominent temperance workers, 


BREN DEERING TALKS. 

Mr. Ben Deering was seen by a PostT- 
PISPATCH reporter in regard to the Mar- 
shall confererre. Said he: ‘*The confer- 
ence will not perfect any plan of work, but 
will merely suggest or originate a plan and 
submit it to the endorsement of a general 
State convention to be held at 
Jefferson City or in Ss Louls 
some time during January or 
early in February. The conference is charged 
with the hardtask of preparinga plan under 
which all of the temperance organizations 
of the State may work. The Prohibition 

rty, however, does not oropose, 
aslIunderstand it, to abandon thelr party 
work. They will merely co-operate with the 
non-partisan temperance people in the State 
temperance work, pursuing their party plans 
as heretotore without regard to other tem- 

rance orvanizations. In fact they have al- 
ready called a meeting of their State Commit- 
tee to be held in Sedeliaon the 22d of Jan- 
vary.’ 

Mr. Deering further stated that the general 
conference or convention to.be held soon will 
aywree upona Bramsnhop bill, or a submission 
bill, ora localoption bill, or upon all, for 
presentation to the Legislation.

WILLIAM H. WILSON ARRESTED FOR 
SWINDLING IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Falsely Represented Himself as a 
Salesman for St. Louis Cigar Firms, 
Whose Names He Forged—The Pris- 
oner’s Notable Career in This City. 


Telegrams from New Orleans announce the 
arrest of William H. Wilson on a charge of 
swindling. He is said to bea St. Louis drum- 
mer, but heis not. He is known here, how- 
ever, by the cigar houses of L. Cerf & Co. and 
John A. Gorley & Co., whose names he has 
used with familiar freedom, and at the South- 
ern Hotel, where he cashed two checks only 
afew daysago. Thecharge against him in 
New Orleans was that he beat the St. Charles 
Hotel out of a $15 board bill and mulcted two 
two Ropal street saloon-keepers out of $50 
each and a quantity of champagne, which he 
bought after securing large orders from them, 
When he was searched at the police station 
several blank checks of the Mechanics’ Bank 
and National Bank of Commerce of this 
city were found in his pockets. 
He represented himself then as a salesman 
for Cerf & Co. and Gorley &Co. From what 
can be learned about Wilson it seems that a 
swindler who was both smooth and bold, 
though not expert, has at last been caught. 
He will find plenty of prosecutors, for he has 
left victims in Missouri, Kentucky, Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland who have already been 
heard from.
